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Mayor discusses annexation at Rotary

Clinton mayor Phyllis Campbell 
visited with the Clinton Rotary 
Club last Wednesday to discuss 
the city’s possible annexation of 
surrounding areas. Campbell first 
brought up the idea of annexation 
several months ago at a meeting 
of the Clinton City Council, but 
has encountered resistance from 
some of the residents that would be 


affected by annexation. 

Campbell told Rotarians that while 
annexation seems like a complicated 
and scary term, it really just means 
officially joining together two areas 
that are already connected. While 
Campbell originally brought up the 
idea of expanding Clinton’s city 
limits 1.5 miles outside existing 
boundaries in every direction, she 
said she now understands that will 
not be possible. But, she said, there 


are some areas that would flow 
naturally into the city, and should be 
annexed. She feels that annexation 
of these areas will grow the city 
both geographically and financially 
into a more capable municipality, 
while improving the lives of those 
annexed by providing services that 
are not currently available. 

Some of the advantages to 
annexation Campbell mentioned 
include increased fire protection, 


increased police protection, 
protection against nuisances such 
as accumulation of rubbish, weeds 
and grass exceeding 12 inches, dogs 
running at large, cruelty to animals, 
and instituting a curfew for minors. 

“As it is now, residents of the 
county are classification 9 on the 
fire protection scale,” she said. 
If annexed, your classification 
will decrease to a class 5. When 
this happens, your homeowner’s 


insurance should decrease.” 

Campbell also said that the city 
is applying for a fifth officer grant 
program, that will pay 75 percent 
of the salary required to hire a fifth 
police officer onto the Clinton Police 
Department for three years. This 
will allow for 24-hour protection, 
something that is not available 
currently, with only four officers in

HCHS ranked 
among top 
high schools 
in Kentucky

Hickman County officials last week 
completed the long process of compiling 
resources and turning in an application 
to become a “Work Ready Community 
in Progress.” 

The “Work Ready” designation 
is a status attained by a select few 
counties that can meet rigorous criteria 
in the areas of high school graduation 
rates, broadband Internet availability, 
educational attainment, community 
commitment, soft skills, and National 
Career Ready Certificate (NCRC) 
holders. 

The designation is an indicator to 
industrial players that the community 
has a capable workforce, and a 
community that is welcoming to new 
industry. 

Communities that do not yet meet all 
of the criteria to be certified as “Work 
Ready,” can be certified as “Work 
Ready in Progress” if they meet some 
criteria and put forth the effort to prove 
that the community is moving towards 
satisfying all of the criteria. 

Hickman County Judge Executive 
Kenny Wilson said the package 
was mailed Friday to the Kentucky 
Workforce Investment Board for 
approval. The 144-page document 
contains 36 letters of support from 
community business, five resolutions in 
support of the Work Ready designation, 
photos, and newspaper clippings to 
show that the effort to become certified 
is community-wide. 

Wilson said that the Kentucky 
Workforce Investment Board (KWIB) 
will meet on July 14 via teleconference 
to review and discuss Hickman 
County’s application. And on August 
20, they will announce their decision. 

If approved, Hickman County will 


join 38 other counties in Kentucky as a 
“Work Ready Community in Progress.” 
In the Purchase Area, only Ballard, 
McCracken, and Marshall Counties 
have been designated as “Work Ready 
in Progress”. 

There are only 18 counties statewide 
that have achieved full “Work Ready” 
designation, with Hopkins County 
being the westernmost county to hold 
the designation. 

Hickman County already meets most 


of the criteria, and Wilson believes full 
“Work Ready” status will be within 
reach within a couple of years. 

Hickman County already meets the 
criteria for high school graduation rate, 
with a rate at 100 percent, and career 
readiness, with a career readiness score 
of over 100 at HCHS, the highest in the 
state. 

Hickman County also meets

Hickman County High School has 
been ranked as one of the top public 
high schools in Kentucky by a study 
conducted by the research firm Niche. 

According to the study, which ranks 
schools based on eight criteria, HCHS 
ranked 36 th out of the 580 public high 
schools in Kentucky, including charter 
and magnet schools. Other high 
schools in the area ranking in the top 
100 are Murray High School (17 th ), 
Paducah Tilghman (24 th ), Marshall 
County High School (39 th ), Heath 
High School (57 th ), Mayfield High 
School (69 th ), Calloway County High 
School (75 th ), and Graves County 
(76 th ). No other schools from the 
four river counties were listed in the 
top 100. Fulton Independent School 
ranked 159 th , Fulton County High 
School ranked 181 st , and Carlisle 
County High School is ranked 158th. 

The five criteria considered by 
Niche for the rankings are Academics, 
Health and Safety, Overall Experience, 
Teachers, Resources and Facilities, 
Extracurricular and Activities, and 
Sports and Fitness. Hickman County 
High School received an overall grade 
of “B,” placing it in the 94 th percentile 
of Kentucky public schools. 

“This speaks volumes of our 
students, teachers, and parents,” 
HCHS Principal Kevin Estes said 
about the rankings. “It’s an honor to 


be ranked so highly by an independent 
organization.” Estes said that he thinks 
a big part of the school’s success is 
community involvement. “Since I’ve 
been here, I’ve been impressed with 
how hard the community works to 
make this a better school.” 

The schools are given a grade in 
each category based on surveys taken 
by the students and their parents. 
Hickman County High Schools scores 
in each category follow. 

Academics - B 

The Niche Academics grade 
incorporates statistics and student, 
alumni, and parent surveys regarding 
academics at the school. The firm also 
uses data from the U.S. Department of 
Education for standardized test scores, 
along with college selections, ACT/ 
SAT composite scores, and student 
teacher ratios. In a survey of HCHS 
students, 80 percent said that they 
felt HCHS is “the best school in the 
area,” or, “this school is nationally 
recognized.” 

Niche users and students have the 
option of commenting on the school’s 
profile at Niche.com. On the subject 
of academics, one senior commented, 
“Teachers stay on task and are 
committed and dedicated to their 
job,” while another said “The courses 
offered include many college credit

EDP board extends 
director’s contract

Eddie Crittendon, executive director 
for Fulton and Hickman Counties 
Economic Development Partnership 
(FHCEDP), will stay on for at least two 
more years, as the organization’s board 
of directors approved an extension to 
Crittendon’s contract through June 
30, 2017. The unanimous decision 
to extend the director’s contract was 
made at a special called meeting of 
the board on Wednesday, June 10, 
and is based on the organization’s 
good performance under Crittendon’s 
guidance, according to board members. 

“When you look at the success 
we’ve had compared to that of other 
areas, he’s done a good job,” Greg 
Pruitt, chairman of the FHCEDP Board 
of Directors, said about the extension. 

As part of the contract extension, 
Crittendon, now in his eighth year as 
executive director of FHCEDP, will 
receive an increase in salary to $70,000 
annually. The contract also includes 
a $400 per month transportation 


allowance and 
medical insurance 
allowance. Pruitt 
said that FHCEDP 
cannot directly 
pay toward 

Crittendon’s health 
insurance, since 
he is technically 
a contractor 

providing management services to the 
organization, not an employee of it, but 
the organization can pay an allowance 
to go toward health insurance. Pruitt 
said that even with the pay increase, 
Crittendon is the lowest paid economic 
development professional in the area. 

During the meeting, the board went 
into closed session to discuss the Dura 
property on College St. in Fulton. 
Crittenden updated the board on two 
companies that are interested in the site. 
The building is owned by the Fulton 
Industrial Development Authority 
(FIDA), one of the organizations

the department. She feels that 
this extended coverage will 
further benefit those annexed 
if the annexation were to 
occur. 

She explained that 
ordinances that the city has in 
place regarding accumulation 
of rubbish, unmaintained 
lawns and weeds, and animal 
control will be a benefit to 
those annexed. 

“I’ve had calls from 
people just outside the city 
limits with concerns about 
animals, trash, and lawn 
maintenance,” she said, “but 
the city couldn’t do anything 
to help because the area is 
outside the city limits.” 

Another benefit mentioned 
was weekly trash pick-up at 
a discounted rate. She said 
that the city has recently 
contracted with a waste 
management company to 
conduct weekly trash pickup 
for about $12 per month 
for a household. Annexed 
residence would also be able 
to run for city offices and 
have more control over what 
goes on in the city. 


Campbell 


explained 


that the future plans for 
Clinton are to increase local 
community involvement, 
build a Clinton/Hickman 
County memorial park, repair 
and improve sidewalks, 
improve appearance of the 
city by addressing abandoned 
buildings and houses, and 
economic development. 
Annexation would assist with 
these issues by providing 
more funding and viability to 
the City of Clinton. 

She said that the city 
council will discuss specific 
plans for annexation at their 
next meeting on July 6, and 
will then schedule an open 
forum for affected residents 
to voice their concerns. She 
was not yet certain if the 
council would entertain an 
“intent to annex” ordinance 
at the July meeting, or wait 
until after the forum. 

In closing, she said, “Many 
of you want our community 
to grow and prosper. We do 
not want to become a ‘grease 
spot’ on the map. All of this 
takes money. We are not 
interested in building a bank 
account. We want to put your 
tax dollars to work.”

The Legal Process for Annexation 


The legal process for a non- 
consensual annexation has 
several steps. A non-consensual 
annexation is one where less 
than 100 percent of the property 
owners in the area to be annexed 
are in favor of annexation. 

In summary: 

1. The city council must 
first introduce an ordinance 
declaring their intent to annex a 
certain area. 

2. The city must notify all 
property owners within the 
affected area of the intent to 
annex. 

3. The city council must 
perform a second public reading 
of the ordinance and pass the 
ordinance declaring their intent 
to annex, and provide public 
notice of such passage. 

4. Property owners have 60 
days after publication of the 
ordinance to petition the mayor 
to place annexation on the 
ballot at general election. If 50 
percent of either resident voters 
or landowners in the affected 
area submit the petition, the 
issue must go on the ballot. If 
the petition is not submitted 
to the mayor within 60 days 
of publication, the city passes 
an ordinance to annex and the 
annexation goes into effect. 

5. In the election, if fewer 
than 55 percent of those voting 
oppose the annexation, the 
annexation passes. If 55 percent 
or more of those voting vote 
against the annexation, the 
annexation is defeated. 

Passage and first reading 

The first step in the legal 
process, according to KRS 81 A, 
is for the legislative body (city 
council) to enact an ordinance 
stating the intent of the city to 
annex. This “intent to annex” 
ordinance must contain an 
accurate description of the 
terrifoty to be annexed and 
declare it desirably to annex the 
territory. 


Notification to 
property owners 

After the first reading of the 
“intent to annex” ordinance, 
the city must send a notice to 
each property owner within 
the territory proposed to be 
annexed. This notice must be 
sent by first class mail to each 
property owner listed on the 
records of the county PVA 
as of January 1 of the year in 
which the ordinance is enacted. 
The notice must be sent no 
later than 14 days prior to the 
meeting at which the “intent to 
annex” ordinance will receive 
its second reading. In addition, 
the city must include a copy of 
the proposed “intent to annex” 
ordinance along with the notice. 
If the city fails to substantially 
comply with the notice 
requirement, and the failure 
results in material prejudice to 
substantial rights of affected 
property owners, the ordinance 
effectuating annexation is 
voidable by a circuit court with 
competent jurisdiction. The city 
clerk must certify the list of 
property owners to whom the 
notice was sent and the certified 
list must be made a part of the 
official record of the meeting 
where the “intent to annex” 
ordinance receives is second 
reading. 

Publication 

After the second reading and 
passage of the “intent to annex” 
ordinance, the city must publish 
the ordinance one time. At the 
same time, the city must publish 
a notice designed specifically to 
inform the resident voters and 
owners of real property in the area 
proposed to be annexed of their 
right to present a petition to the 
city’s mayor to have the issue of 
annexation place upon the ballot. 
The notice must inform residents 
and property owners that they 
have 60 days from the date of the 
“intent to annex” ordinance to 
present a valid petition. 


Petition 

If, within 60 days of the date 
of publication of the “intent to 
annex” ordinance, either 50 
percent of the resident voters 
or 50 percent of the landowners 
file a petition with the mayor 
to have the issue of annexation 
place on the ballot, the issue 
must be placed on the ballot at 
the next regular election. The 
mayor must present the petition 
to the county clerk. The county 
clerk must certify the petition 
as sufficient not later than the 
second Tuesday in August 
preceding the regular election. 
Otherwise, the city wil have 
to wait until the next regualar 
election to place the issue on 
the ballot. If a bona fide petition 
is not presented to the mayor 
within 60 days following the 
publication of the ordinance, 
the city may enact an ordinance 
annexing the territory. 

Election 

If a petition meeting the above 
requirements is submitted to 
the mayor within the specified 
60-day period, and the issue 
of annexation is placed on the 
ballot in general election: 

• If less than 55 percent 
of those voting oppose the 
annexation, the city must pass 
a final ordinance annexing the 
territory within sixty days of 
certification of the election 
results. If the city elected to 
establish zoning for the annexed 
territory prior to the completion 
of the annexation, the final 
ordinance must include a map 
showing the zoning applicable 
to the area. 

• If 55 percent or more of 
those voting oppose annexation, 
the annexation is defeated. 
When a proposal to annex 
is rejected by the voters, no 
further steps to annex the same 
territory may be taken for five 
years from the date of rejection. 
The five-year prohibition is 
absolute, meaning the city 
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may not include any territory 
that was the subject to vote in 
a larger, smaller, or different 
annexation proposal for a five- 
year period. 

Note: Since the earliest the 
Clinton City Council could pass 
an “ intent to annex ” ordinance 
is at their July meeting, if 
the annexation is opposed by 
written petition of more than 50 
percent of registered voters or 
property owners in the affected 
area, the issue will not be voted 
on in the November, 2015 
general election, since there is 
not enough time between July 
6 and August 11 (the second 
Tuesday in August), for the 
process of two readings of 
the ordinance and the 60-day 
petition period to take place. 
The issue, if put on the ballot, 
would be on the ballot in 
the November, 2016 general 
election. 

VOTER ELIGIBILITY: The 
only persons allowed to vote in 
the election are those that are 
registered to vote in the area 
proposed to be annexed. This 
means that property owners not 
qualified to vote in the territory 
are precluded from voting.

We have a chance to remove one this year, one next year and two the next. I case you didn't know, we have the 
highest cooperative electric rates. And if you read your Kentucky Living this month, you better be preparing for even 
higher rates.The board has lost sight of what co-op was set up for, to keep our rates low, not make all these big fancy 
trips - thousands and thousands of dollars - at the very best hotels. And you never hear why they went and how it's 
going to benefit owner/members. CROC believes the board has not put the owner-members first in their decision¬ 
making. 

(1) Inflated Salaries: HFRECC - Grissom - $146,355 - 2,700 (Really?) members; WKRECC - Smart $187,578 - 
38,000 members; GEMC - Rodamaker - $254,508 - 35,000 members 

(2) Also writing policies to stop owner/members from attending public meetings by only allowing five 
owner/members to attend meetings. I guess they will lock the doors to keep us out. Stupidity at its finest. 

They have made one good decision - Making Debbie Weatherford interim. She is very capable of running HFRECC 
and has been for years. Her present salary is around $95,000. After CROC asked the board to mail out ballots so all 
members could have a say about voting for directors, it was denied by board members, so anyone working 2nd shift 
or homebound who are owner/members of HFRECC could not have a say. But you can have a say be letting a member 
who is attending vote by proxy for you. If you are unable to attend the annual meeting and would like to cast your vote, 
feel free to call these numbers and someone from CROC will be more than happy to collect your proxy. It's a form that 
just needs your signature, and it's only good for the annual meeting. 

Last thought, there's no need to get in a hurry to merge with GEMC.They will always want HFRECC because 90% of 
our infrastructure has been rebuilt because of the ice storm, and they are after the million dollar fiber optics HFRECC 
ran from Woodland to Clinton, which could be a real financial asset in coming years. And if we merge, as of now, all the 
board members will join the GEMC board. While you're at the HFRECC Annual Meeting, ask your board of directors 
why they have allowed 4-wheelers, antique trucks, SUVs, a boat and dune buggies to be stored and worked on in the 
Hickman warehouse that we just had to have, and you can ask me to see the pictures.

He wants to 
help people, and that’s a noble 
cause. But being a motivational 
writer and speaker can be an 
addictive thing. For some folks, 
signing books and being on 
stage are almost a high; they 
can make you feel alive. But the 
whole idea 
can draw you 
into the land 
of financial 
stupidity if 
you’re not 
careful. 

My advice 
would be for 
him to keep 
his day job, 
and work 
his tail off 
nights and weekends to try and 
make this dream a reality. Let’s 
draw up an internet strategy to 
get some exposure for the books 
he has already written. He could 
contact local civic groups, and 
offer his services as a speaker 
for their meetings, too. In the 
process he might sell a few 
books from a table in the back 
of the room, and I know he’d 
get lots of valuable experience 
while building his name.

Stand up to them 

Dear Dave, 

I have a debt with a collection 
agency and they have started 
calling my office. Last week, I 
made an agreement for monthly 
payments, along with an initial 
payment. All of a sudden, they 
were calling me again this 
morning at my office. Can I 
legally demand that they not call 
me at my place of employment? 

Joelle 

Dear Joelle, 

Yes, you can. I’m glad you’re 
keeping in mind that you have 
a legal and moral obligation to 
pay your debts. But collectors 
have rules they must follow, 
also. They’re governed by law 
just like everyone else. 

If they call you at work again, 
simply remind them of the 


terms of the payment agreement 
already in place and demand 
that they never call you at your 
office again. Also, send them a 
certified letter, return receipt 
requested, so that you’ll have 
proof you sent the letter and 
they received it. In the letter, 
let them know that according 
to guidelines set forth in the 
Federal Fair Debt Collection 
Practices Act you are formally 
demanding that they not call you 
at your office again. 

If they call you at your office 
after you demand that they stop, 
they’ll be in violation of federal 
law. And if that happens, let 
them know that you’ll be talking 
to a lawyer and you will sue 
them!

courses. I have been enrolled 
in 11 courses and will graduate 
with 31 credit hours.” 

Health and Safety: B- 

The Health and Safety 
grade incorporates statistics 
and surveys regarding health 
and safety at the school. Data 
considered includes expulsion 
rate, in-school suspension 
rate, law enforcement referral 
rate, and student arrest rate. 
Survey criteria includes how 
safe students and parents 
feel while at school. Survey 
responses indicated that HCHS 
makes a strong effort to combat 
bullying, and the addition of 
Danny Carr as a Special Law 
Enforcement Officer for the 
schools results in students 
feeling safer. One parent 
commented, “School feels 
adequately protected. Cameras 
in hallways, exterior. Doors 
locked during day. School as 
resource officer.”

Teachers: B- 

At the time the survey was 
taken, Hickman County High 
School had the equivalent of 
26 full-time teachers and 338 
students, leading to a 13:1 
student-teacher ratio. This 
score incorporates survey 
results, test scores, experience, 
teacher absenteeism, and 
even average teacher salary. 
HCHS teachers received 
praise from students in the 
surveys, generating comments 
such as, “Our teachers are 
very knowledgeable and 
encouraging,” and, “Teachers 
go beyond the limit when 
it comes to helping their 
students.”

One Hickman County 
parent said, “I believe that the 
guidance counselors are caring 
and very capable of doing the 
job that a guidance counselor 
(in my opinion) should do 
but the high school has their 
counselor focusing on testing 


not guiding and counseling 
students in their college or 
trade school options and 
possible careers. The school 
has made great advancements 
with course work especially 
college prep and vocational / 
technical prep, now they need 
to work on preparing students 
for career selection. Career 
classes, guest speakers and 
not just local bankers and hair 
dressers coming to talk for 10 
minutes.” 

Extracurriculars and 

Activities: B+ 

This category is graded based 
on survey results, expenses 
per student, number of sports 
offered, and the percentage 
of male and female students 
participating in interscholastic 
sports. One HCHS junior 
commented, “There are lots of 
after school programs including 
FLIGHT and sports such as 
golf, track, volleyball, softball, 
basketball, and baseball.” 

Sports and Fitness: B+ 

This category is graded 
based on almost exactly the 
same criteria as the previous 
category, with more weight 
being put on the number of 
sports available and the student 
participation rates. Hickman 
County High School boasts 
a great athletic program that 
continually brings recognition 
to the school in interscholastic 
competition. Most recently, the 
schools baseball and softball 
teams both won the district 
championship and played well 
in the regional tournament. 

Comments from students 
on this category include, “We 
have great athletes at this 
school,” and, “Very well kept 
and attractive facilities.”

THE FAITH THAT SAVES 
Galatians 2:17,20; 3:22 


We sometimes hear, "We are not saved 
by faith alone," and James 2:24 is quoted 
triumphantly as the last and only word on the 
subject. 

It is perfectly true that we are not saved 
(made right with God) by an intellectual 
"faith" that merely affirms "There is one 
God." Islam has such a faith; most cults 
have such faith; James says the very demons 
believe this, and it does them more good than 
it does some! They tremble at the thought of 
a coming judgment when they shall be sent 
into an everlasting hell prepared for them 
(Matthew 25:41). 

No, mental assent to monotheism is not 
salvation from our old sin nature into eternal 
life. And James, as Scripture, is perfectly 
true in his writing. In fact, if we take our 
prepositions seriously, we are not saved by 
(our) faith at all! 

Ephesians 2:8-10 should make that clear 
to any reader of English, much less the even 
stronger Greek. "For by grace ye are being 
kept saved, through faith, and that (all) not 
of yourselves; it (salvation) is the gift of God, 
nor of works lest any one should boast" 
(Paraphrased). 

Yet there is a faith that saves, and keeps. 


Our older King James Bible is precise with 
the Greek in our three texts from Galatians: 
saving faith is "the faith of our Lord Jesus 
Christ." Almost all later translations miss this; 
most translate it as "faith in our Lord Jesus 
Christ." But if my faith in Him is the basis of 
my salvation, then those who want to lose 
their salvation are correct, for my faith may 
falter. 

The faith that actually saves is exactly what 
Paul describes here, and in Romans 3:22 : 

"the faith of the Lord Jesus Christ!" For His 
faith, His faithfulness, His faith-keeping, will 
stand firm. "Even if we believe not, He abides 
faithful...." (II Timothy 1:13) If I could quit 
believing, it would not change His word. 

Does all this mean that we do not exercise 
faith? Far from it! "...even we have believed 
into Jesus ..." Gal. 2:17, and the promise is 
to all who believe, Gal. 3:22. Yes, I believe; 

I believe "...He is able to keep that which I 
have committed unto Him against that day." 
(II Tim. 2:12)

Social Security Matters 

by AM AC’s Certified Social Security Advisor CJ. Miles 
Association of Mature American Citizens 


QUESTION: What are 

the most difficult questions 
in the application process for 
Social Security? How should I 
handle them? Do you have any 
suggestions? 

ANSWER: I have been 
with people while they applied 
for benefits and helped them 
through the process. You do 
have the option of applying over 
the phone, in person at the Social 
Security office, or online. The 
Social Security Administration 
(SSA) recommends applying 
online and I have to agree. Not 
only can you easily verify your 
answers and go at your own 
pace in the comfort of your 
own home, but your application 
will be processed more quickly 
than the other methods. If you 
are even a little comfortable 
using a computer, you should 
not have a problem. If you 
have difficulties using the 
computer while doing this, you 
can always stop and finish the 
application in person or over 
the phone. 

With that being said, I 
recommend that the first thing 
you do is get a statement of 
estimated benefits. If you do 
not already have one, you can 
also get it online (both the 
application and your statement 
of benefits can be found at ssa. 


gov). Click on mySocialSecurity 
to get an online statement. The 
application will ask if you agree 
with the earnings listed on the 
statement. Your benefit payment 
may be slightly different than 
what’s listed, but will be very 
close if you are applying right 
away. 

When you start your 
application, you will receive a 
number. Write that down, as 
well as your login and password 
(these can be difficult to get 
back if you lose them). After 
that you will be asked a long 
series of questions. Depending 
on how prepared you are with 
information and how quick you 
are on a computer, the process 
can take as long as 1-2 hours. 
However, you have the option 
of saving and finishing at a later 
time by using the number I just 
mentioned. 

Some of the questions you 
may want to be prepared for 
include: 

• Income: How much did you 
make in last year and up to the 
day you’re applying? There 
are several reasons for this 
information: the SSA wants to 
know if you are applying for 
disability, if you are applying 
at an age younger than full 
retirement age (because there 
is an earnings limit), and to

• Employer: Name and 
address 

• Have you ever applied 
before for Social Security, 
Disability, or SSI? 

• Spouse information: They 
will ask for your husband and/ 
or ex-husband’s name, date 
of birth, and social security 
number, as well as dates of 
marriage, where you got married 
(and divorced if applicable). 
They allow you to estimate, so 
do the best you can, and if you 
do not have the social security 
number, that’s okay. 

• Children information: Even 
if you do not have children that 
would be eligible, they will ask 
questions to find out if they are 
eligible. If they are not, you 
will not have to include further 
details. 

• Banking information: They 
will ask you for routing number 
and bank account number. This 
is just for direct deposit of your 
benefit payments and nothing 
more, but it is necessary if you 
want to get paid. 

They will ask when you 
want your benefits to start and 
provide a list of dates for you 
to choose from that will be 3 
or 4 months out depending on 
the date of application and your 
birthdate. Keep in mind that 
whatever date you choose, your 
benefit will start one month 
later. For example, if you 
choose a date in June, your first 


check will arrive in July. 

At the end of the application, 
if you are applying online, 
you will be directed to a 
page that lists any additional 
documentation they want from 
you and a mailing address. 
While you are taking care 
of that, your application will 
be processed, but will not be 
finalized until those documents 
are received. The documents 
requested could be any number 
of things. For example, if you 
were born outside the U.S., then 
it might be citizenship proof. 
If you estimated your income, 
they may want income proof. 

Just remember to review 
your answers before submitting 
your application. Also, if you 
have any questions during

Gov. Beshear meets with state employees 
benefiting from minimum wage increase 


HAZARD, Ky. (June 12, 2015) 
- Governor Steve Beshear today 
visited state facilities where some 
employees will benefit from his 
announcement of an increase in 
wages for state government’s 
lowest-paid workers.Gov. Beshear 
announced June 8, that beginning 
July 1, every person working 
for the executive branch of state 
government will earn at least 
$10.10 per hour, except for tipped 
employees whose wages will be 
more than doubled to $4.90 per 
hour. As he previously did in 
Lexington and Louisville, Gov. 
Beshear today - at state veterans 
centers in Hazard and Hanson, and 
at Kentucky Dam Village State 
Resort Park - ceremonially signed 
an executive order to institute the 


new pay policy.The current state 
minimum wage is $7.25 an hour. The 
new policy will affect nearly 800 
state employees, including some at 
the facilities he visited: the Paul E. 
Patton Eastern Kentucky Veterans 
Center, in Hazard; the Joseph 
“Eddie” Ballard Western Kentucky 
Veterans Center, in Hanson; and at 
Kentucky Dam Village State Resort 
Park, in Gilbertsville.“When people 
work hard at a full-time job, they 
should have enough money to live 
on. Right now, at minimum wage, 
they don’t. That’s unacceptable,” 
said Gov. Beshear. “A raise of 
less than $3 per hour may be 
enough for some employees to 
move off government assistance 
programs. That empowers workers 
and lowers costs for taxpayers.

Kentucky businesses should 
follow the example we’re setting 
as the state’s largest employer 
and raise the minimum wage for 
their workers.” The policy change 
affects 510 workers who earn less 
than $10.10 per hour, as well as 
an additional 269 who earn around 
$10 per hour who will see a small 
raise. Tipped employees, such 
as restaurant servers, will see an 
increase in their base hourly income 
from $2.19 an hour to $4.90 an 
hour, which matches recent federal 
changes.Raising these wages will 
cost about $1.6 million, and less 
than $800,000 of that cost will 
come from General Fund dollars. 
The new policy also requires that 
private companies with service 
contracts with state government pay 
a minimum wage of at least $10.10 
an hour to those of their employees 
who perform work on or in 
connection with those government 
contracts. That requirement will be 
added to contracts as they come up 
for renewal.

Matt Bevin, the Republican 
nominee for governor, has 
made clear that if elected 
he would end the Medicaid 
expansion that has provided 
free health coverage for 
more than 400,000 poor 
Kentuckians. 

During his primary 
campaign, Bevin never 
made that quite plain, saying 
he would close the state’s 
health-insurance exchange, 
Kynect, because it would 
cost “hundreds of millions 
of dollars.” Kynect is paid 
for by insurance companies, 
so Bevin was alluding to to 
the state’s projected cost of 
expanding Medicaid, which 
enrolls through Kynect. 

The Washington-based 
publication Politico reported 
on June 10, after interviewing 
Bevin, that he would not only 
close Kynect but roll back the 
Medicaid expansion: “You 
may or may not have access 
to Medicaid going forward,” 
he said. “People are not on 
it for extended periods of 
time. It’s not meant to be a 
lifestyle. It really isn’t. The 
point of it is to provide for 
those who truly have need.” 

Gov. Steve Beshear “is 
furious” about Bevin’s plan, 
Politico reported. “I am not 
going to allow someone to 
become governor of this 
state who wants to take us 
back to the 19th century,” the 
governor said in a telephone 
interview. “For a serious 
candidate for governor to 
be advocating a simple 
repeal of the whole program 
without offering any kind 
of alternative which will 
continue health care for these 
people is irresponsible.”

Beshear expanded the 
eligibility rules for Medicaid 
as part of implementing 
the Patient Protection and 
Affordable Care Act, raising 
the income limit to the 
law’s required 138 percent 
of the federal poverty 
level, from the state’s 
previous level of 69 percent. 
The federal government is 
paying the entire cost of 
the newly eligible Medicaid 
recipients though next year. 
In 2017, the state would 
begin to pay 3 percent, rising 
to the reform law’s cap of 10 
percent by 2020. A study by 
Deloitte Consulting and 
the Urban Institute at 
the University of Louisville 
— “which Republican critics 
have rejected as spin,” 
Politico says — has said the 
expansion more than pays 
for itself through 2020 by 
expanding health-care jobs 
and generating tax revenue. 

Jobs are growing as 
projected by the study, 
according to the Cabinet for 
Health and Family Services, 
which handles Medicaid. 

Cabinet spokeswomnan 
Jill Midkiff said the study 
estimated that 32,000 jobs 
would be created through 
2015 as a result of the 
expansion. “U of L projected 
this growth would primarily 
be in the areas of retail 
trade, finance and insurance, 
administrative services, 
health and social services, 
accommodations and food 
services and other services,” 
Midkiff said. “These sectors 
were estimated to account 
for more than 28,000 of 
the 32,000 jobs created.” 
She said the latest Bureau 
of Labor Statistics figures 
show that “these sectors have 
grown by more than 29,000 
jobs from 2013 until April 
2015. Therefore, the most 
recent BLS numbers indicate 
that UofL’s estimates are on 
target to meet projections.” 

Politico says a Bevin 
victory could “blot an 
Obamacare bright spot,” since 
Kynect has “worked virtually 
glitch-free.” Through April, 
106,000 Kentuckians had 
obtained tax-subsidized, 
private insurance coverage 
through Kynect, which is 
also the portal for enrolling 
in Medicaid. 

Bevin says he would move 
those people to the federal 
exchange, which has been 


marred by technological 
issues and charges insurance 
companies much more to 
use it than Kynect does. But 
that plan would not work 
if the U.S. Supreme Court 
rules this month that the 
tax subsidies are not legally 
available through the federal 
exchange. 

“That doesn’t worry 
Bevin,” Politico reports, 
quoting him: “You’re 

worrying about a hypothesis. 
Let’s let the Supreme Court 
rule.” 

And what about the new 
Medicaid recipients who 
would lose their benefits 
if Bevin wins? He “insists 
that Obamacare is coverage 
in name only — that 
Kentuckians still lack access 
to high-quality health care, 
partly because Medicaid pays 
doctors such low rates, partly 
because he says too many 
people rely on emergency 
rooms,” Politico reports, 
quoting him: “Just having 
health insurance doesn’t 
mean you’re going to get 
health care.” 

Attorney General Jack 
Conway, the Democratic 
nominee, declined Politico’s 
request for an interview. 
Campaign spokesman Daniel 
Kemp said, “Jack wants to 
make sure that the hundreds 
of thousands of Kentuckians 
who now have health 
insurance through Kynect, 
especially kids, keep their 
health insurance — not play 
politics or push an ideology 
that’s out of touch with 
Kentucky’s values.” 

Politico observes, 

“Conway is in the tricky spot 
of embracing Kynect while 
trying to keep his distance 
from Obama and Obamacare, 
a term that still generates ire 
among Kentucky residents. 
A September 2014 Marist 
[College] poll found that 
61 percent of registered 
Kentucky voters had an 
unfavorable impression of 
Obamacare. Only 17 percent 
had negative feelings about 
Kynect.”

the criteria for broadband 
accessibility, with more than 
99 percent of county residents 
having access to broadband. 

One area that Hickman 
County must improve on is 
Educational Attainment, defined 
as the percentage of county 
residents ages 25-64 who have 
an associates degree or higher 
degree. Currently, Hickman 
County’s educational attainment 
is 20 percent, while the goal for 
Work Ready designation is 25 
percent. 

Wilson believes that Hickman 
County’s educational attainment 
will rise quickly within the next 
few years, as Falcon Academy 
graduates reach the 25-year age. 

Falcon Academy is a donor 
funded dual credit program at 
Hickman County High School 
where high school juniors and 
seniors can earn college credit 
at no cost to the students or their 
parents. Through Falcon Acade¬ 
my, many students are graduat¬ 
ing from high school with their 
first semester or even first whole 
year of college behind them.

FRANKFORT, Ky. - State 
Veterinarian Robert C. Stout 
has enacted restrictions on 
bird sales and movement in 
Kentucky to protect Kentucky’s 
poultry industry and bird 
population from the current 
avian influenza outbreak. 

“We are taking these steps out 
of an abundance of caution,” 
Dr. Stout said. “Poultry is 
Kentucky’s leading agricultural 
commodity, and we will do 
everything we can to keep 
our commercial and backyard 
poultry industries secure.” 

The Office of the State 
Veterinarian (OSV) announced 
the following actions: 

All avian commingling 
sales events, including 
stockyards, flea markets, and 
swap meets, are banned. Sales 
of birds will not be allowed 
at any fair or show. A private 
sale with direct intrastate farm- 
to-farm movement is allowed 
per state regulation 302 KAR 
20.065, section 7. 

Entry of birds into 
Kentucky for sale is restricted 
to poultry from facilities 
certified by the National Poultry 
Improvement Plan (NPIP) 
as free of H5 or H7 viruses. 
Entry from certified H5/H7- 
clean facilities within a state 
with highly pathogenic avian 
influenza (HPAI) infections 
must meet Kentucky regulatory 
requirements. Entry from 
facilities within an HPAI control 
zone is banned. 

Entry of poultry 
into Kentucky for private 
sale or movement must be 
permitted by the Office of the 
State Veterinarian and will be 
considered on a case-by-case 
basis. 

Game bird permit 
applications must originate 


the Hickman County UK Coop¬ 
erative Extension Office. 

If Hickman County is des¬ 
ignated in August as a Work 
Ready Community in Progress, 
it will have three years to com¬ 
plete necessary criteria and be¬ 
come a full-fledged Work Ready 
Community. If the standards are 
not met within three years, the 
designation expires unless the 
selection committee sees contin¬ 
uous improvement and extends 
the goal deadline. If the Work 
Ready in Progress designation 
expires, a county must wait one 
full year before applying again.

the requirements of the OSV’s 
poultry restrictions memo. 
Persons seeking a game bird 
permit also must obtain a 
transportation permit from the 
Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources. 

Exhibition events, 
shows, and fairs will be 
restricted to in-state birds 
only. No out-of-state birds 
will be allowed into Kentucky 
for exhibition purposes. All 
birds presented for exhibition 
shall be subject to inspection 
by Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture personnel. 

The Office of the State 
Veterinarian, an agency of 
the Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture, works with the 
University of Kentucky, USD A, 
other government agencies, 
private veterinary practitioners, 
and producers to prevent and 
eradicate disease in Kentucky 
livestock and poultry. 

Dr. Stout encouraged poultry 
producers and all other bird 
owners to take biosecurity 
measures to prevent their birds 
from being infected with avian 
influenza or other bird diseases: 

Keep your distance - 
Isolate your birds from visitors 
and other birds. 

Keep it clean - 
Prevent germs from spreading 
by cleaning shoes, tools and 
equipment. 

Don’t haul disease 
home - Clean vehicles and 
cages. 

Don’t borrow from your 
neighbor - Avoid sharing tools 
and equipment with neighbors. 

Know the signs - 
Watch for early signs to prevent 
the spread of disease

Department of Agriculture’s

been no detections in domestic 
flocks in Kentucky. 

Avian influenza has been 
reported in 21 states since last 
December, and approximately 
50 million birds have been 
affected, including about 29.1 
million in Iowa alone. 

The U.S. Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
considers the risk to humans 
from the HPAI viruses in the 
current outbreak to be low. No 
human HPAI infections have 
been detected in the United 
States to date.
